Section 5. The Humane Care for Animals Act is anmended by
addi ng Section 2.09 and by changing Sections 4.03 and 4.04 as

foll ows:

Sec. 2.09. Search and rescue dog. "Search and rescue doqg"

means a dog that is trained to locate |lost or n ssing

persons, victins of natural or nman-nmade di sasters, and hungan

bodi es.

Sec. 4.03. Teasing, striking or tanpering with police

animals or search and rescue dogs prohibited.

(a) It shall be unlawful for any person to willfully and
mal i ciously taunt, tornent, t ease, beat , strike, or
adm nister or subject any desensitizing drugs, chem cals or
substance to any animal used by a | aw enforcenent officer in
the performance of his functions or duties, or when placed in
confinement off duty; or to interfere or neddle wth any such
animal used by a | aw enforcenent departnent or agency or any
handl er thereof in the performance of the functions or duties
of the departnent or agency.

(b) 1t is unlawful for any person to wllfully and

mal i ci ously t aunt, t or nent, t ease, beat, strike, or

adm ni ster or subject any desensitizing drugs, chemicals, or

substance to a search and rescue dog, or to interfere or

meddl e with a search and rescue dog or the dog's handl er.

Sec. 4.04. Injuring or killing police animals or_ search

and rescue dogs prohibited.

(a) It shall be unlawful for any person to willfully or
maliciously torture nmutilate, injure, disable, poison, or
kill any animal wused by a |aw enforcenent departnent or
agency in the performance of the functions or duties of the
departnent or agency or when placed in confinenent off duty.
However, a police officer or veterinarian may perform
eut hanasia in enmergency situations when delay woul d cause the
ani mal undue suffering and pain.

(b) It is wunlawful for any person to wllfully or

maliciously torture, nutilate, injure, disable, poison, or

kill a search and rescue dog; however, a peace officer, a

veterinarian, or a dog's owner nmy perform euthanasi a.
